W H E N I confider how many are charged over¬ 
laid in the Bills of Mortality, I wonder that the 
Arcutto's , univerfally ufed here, are not ufed in Eng¬ 
land. I here fend you the Defign of one, drawn in 
Pcrfpe<Stive, with the Dimenfions, which are larger 
than ufual. 

The Arcuccio. Vide Fig. 3* 
a , The Place where the Child lies. 
b , The Head-board. 
c. The Hollows for the Nurfes Breafts. 
d, A Bar of Wood to lean on when lhe fuckles 
the Child. 

e, A fmall Iron Arch to lupport the laid Bar. 

The Length 3 Feet, z Inches and a half. 

Every Nurle in Florence is obliged to lay the 
Child in it, under Pain of Excommunication. The 
Arcutio , with the Child in it, may belafely laid en¬ 
tirely under the Bed-cloaths in the Winter, without 
Danger of fmothering.
